MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Protection of UBLIC Insurance for Certain Retirees 


The minutes of the GEHA Board of Directors meeting of 
19 March 1973, copy attached, outline the action taken by the Board 
by which the UBLIC insurance benefits will continue to be available 
to employees retiring in the coming months who have not held the 
UBLIC coverage for at least ten years. Under the plan of Insurance, 
which is a part of the UBLIC-GEHA policy, retirees who have carried 
UBLIC for ten years may continue coverage until they reach 60 and 
thereafter are entitled to a smaller amount of insurance coverage, and 
premiums are not payable. With reference to the addendum to the

The Chairman called the meeting to order and told the Board 
that the meeting was called to discuss the possibility of aiding the 
employees who will be asked to terminate their Agency employment. 
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He reviewed current UBLIC rules that require the Company to cancel 
an employee's insurance if he has not carried UBLIC for 10 consecutive 
years before retirement. He proposed the Directors' approve 
liberalizing this rule so that an individual who was declared excess to 
the Agency's needs could continue payment of premiums after retirement 
until age 60. At age 60, we would determine whether the employee 
qualified for free retirement coverage.

After a lengthy discussion 



made the following 25X1 A 


An employee who was enrolled in the UBLIC insurance 
program before 1 January 1973 and who thereafter retires on 
an immediate annuity before 30 June 1974, will be permitted 
to continue group participation in the UBLIC program to age 
60 by paying the appropriate premium. Such extended 
participation after retirement will be creditable toward the 10 
years participation required to qualify for free insurance after 
age 60. If the retiree will not have been a participant for 10 
years at age 60, he will not be eligible for free insurance, 

seconded the motio n which was approved by the Directors 
with the exception of who abstained. It was also agreed that 

an all-employee notice will not be prepared but that the retirement 
counselors, Chief of the Insurance Branch and Chief of the Special 
Activities Staff, Office of Personnel, will be furnished copies of the 
motion for their use in discussing retirements. 



There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 3:05 p, m. 



ADDENDUM: 


After the meeting the President directed the Secretary to 
advise Mutual of Omaha we were making this temporary revision 
but no amendment to the contract was intended. 
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
